applicants that, inter alia, Page : cf the specification 
'description anc claims) az<pear~z-^ to nave been omitted frcm the 
aopl i ca t i jr. . 

In response, on 17 May, 2002, the present petition was fileo, 
alone with a petition fee of $13-0.00. Petitioner asserts that 
:• n >=- 3 was filed with the other application papers deposited on 
"■0 October, 2001 , b_t were subsequently misplaced in tine U.S. 
i'atent. ard Trademark Office ('Office). In support, a copy of 
i. et i t. i. : ner' s post sard receipt was supplied with the present 
re: it ion. The postcard receipt shews an Office date st=mp cf 30 
October, 2001, and bears the above-identified application number. 
The postcard identifies the application by the sole inventor's 
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n-jme and invention title, and acknowledges receipt of, inter 
a 1.13, 11 pages of specification, claims, and abstract. 
Petitioners request that the application, including Page 8 of the 
specification, be accorded a filing date of 30 October, 2001. 

A review of the record reveal? that no Page r: of the 
specification has been locate:! among the application papers 
■deposited on 30 October, 20 01. However, t.ne evidence is 
convincing : nat tne appli car. i on papers deposited or. 30 Octooer, 
2''01, induced Page 8 of tne specification, which was 
subsequently misplaced in the Office. 

The petition is dismissed, however, because petitioner has not 
supplied a copy of Page 8 of the specification originally filed. 
Petitioners must therefore supply a copy of Page 8 of the 11 
pages of specification filed -on 30 October, 2001. The petition 
is therefore dismissed without prejudice to reconsideration 
pending submission of a copy of Page £ .
